Too, it was one 
of the finest scctfes he ever carded in 
the more than 15 years he has been 
dazzling around the fairways. For the 
distance he was 10 shots under per­ 
fect figures. 


A1 Espinosa. Chicago professional 
who lost to Bobby Jones in the 1929 
play off for the national of>en title, 
landed in second place behind the 
high flying Sarazen with 285 strokes. 
The Chicago star bounded there after 
a great comeback. Tied for fifteenth 
after the first 36 holes, Espinosa 
v.hizzed over the final two rounds 
with cards of 70 and 67. 


A1 Watrous. Detroit pro., and Bill 
Mehlhorn of New York, flushed by a 
record smashing 65 on his final Jaunt, 
tied for the third place money and 
honors with 286’s. 


Mehlhorn, tied for fifteenth place at 
the end of the first 54 holes, gave the 
tournament probably the wildest fin­ 
ish It has ever known. On his card 
were eight birdies and one eagle. He 
had 10 one putt greens, one three 
putt green, sent on ball out of bounds, 
and went one stroke over par on three 
holes. He went out in 33, two under 
par and danced back with a 32, five 
strokes under par’s challenge.

Led by a powerful band of atwetes 
from Los Angeles A. Ü., iwhlch cap­ 
tured team honors by an overwhèlm» 
margin and also carrifd off sec­ 
ond on the 30 individual titles, the 
iraék and field talent of the far west 
turned in the moat spectacular per­ 
formances for the meet with the 
British smplre at Ohlcago Wednesday 
night. 


Sharing the spotlight with sensa­ 
tional achievements in thè discus, 
javelin and shot was the latest re* 
newal of sprinting rivalry between 
Eddie tbîan of the University of 
Michigan and George Simpson of 
Ohio State. This time the hôhôrs in 
the 100 yard dash went to Michigan’s 
“Midnight Express*’ aftei* a great race 
Ui which he tìollarèd hlè rival at the 
hair-.way mark, but the Buckeye Bul­ 
let came back to beat him ih the 220- 
yard sprint and set a new American 
record of 21.3 seconds for this event 
around a turn. 


All told, one world’s recbrd was set, 
another was equalled, three American 
records went by the board and five 
championship records went into th? 
discard as this fifty-fifth annual meet 
provided al Ithe thrills that had been 
anticipated and more besidei 
Perhaps the outstanding Individual 
feat was that of Paul Jessup, 6 foot, 
6 inch discus-thrower from the Wash­ 
ington A. C. of Seàttlé, whose athletes 
vied with those of the Los Angeles 
A. C. in sensational performances. 
This human skscraper frOm the great 
northwest threw the discus 189 feet, 
82 Inches to better by six feet the 
present world’s record held by Eric 
Krenz of Stanford university who did 
not compete here. 


In some of the other big momenta 
of the day, Steve Anderson, also of 
the Washington delegation, equalled 
the w'orld mark of 14.4 to retain his 
120-yard high hurdle championship 
with several fèet to spare; Herman 
Brlx. former University of Washing­ 
ton athlete now competing for the 
Los Angeles A. C., set a new Ameri­ 
can mark of 52 feet, 5Î inches for the 
shot put; and Jimmy Demers of the 
Los Angeles A. C., sent the Javelin 
hurtling away to a distance of 223 
feet, 6Î inches to beat the American 
record by a good t^n feet. 


Ed Genung, an unheralded Wash­ 
ington A. C., half-mller. reeled off 
the distance in 1:53.4 to set a new 
meet record and turn in one of the 
best exhibitions the running events 
produced. 


Surprises were many, on both track 
and field. Pete Bowen, quârtér-mile 
title-holder, lost his crown In a thrill­ 
ing race won by Vic Williams of the 
Los Angeles A. C. and coUapsed Into 
the cinders. The University of Pitts­ 
burgh flier burned himself out in an 
early attempt to set the pace and at 
the finish was so completely undone 
that he was taken to a hospital for 
observation. 


Anderson, after retaining his high 
hurdling cro^-n, went out to defend 
his honors in the 220 low sticks and 
failed in dramatic fashion, falling 
when in second place and almost 
within reaching distance of the tape 
while Bob Maxwell of the Los Angeles 
A. c. went oh to win with Lee Sent- 
man of the University of Illinois as 
ruiinef-up. 


I^ed Sturdy, once of Yale and now 
of the Los Angeles A. C.. won his 
pole vaulting argument with Tommy 
Wame, of Northwestern imlversity, 
but in uncoAQlurtve fashion as Warne 
sprained an ankle and was unable to 
continue in a Jump-òff after both had 
cleared 13 feet, S inches. 


The showing of Ed 
Hamm, the 
Olympic cjiampion, and Ed Gordon. 
University of Iowa Negro and the de­ 
fending t^tle-holder here, in their 
speciality, the broad jump, proved a 
disappointment. NeitUpr appeared in 
top form and both failed to place as Al 
Bates, former Penn S^te athlete, won 
with a leap of 24 feet, 3ï inches.

the trip to the Grand Cam’on and a 
week’s stay in the mountains an d : 
Saturday at noon, July 19, Franklin 
Westrope, R u ^ ll and Donald Smltli 
and I loaded bur camping outfit on 
an automobile and took out, 
for 
Grand Canyoh. 
We made Ash Fork 
that night about 0 o’clock and on ac­ 
count of It being so late we rented 
a cabin and cooked our first meal, of 
course we were all hungry and ate 
a big supper and were up early the 
next morning and. off for the Canyon 
which we reached about noon.

Heads Soanîsh Vets 


White Hall, Aug, 23.—Evans Guth­ 
rie, 22 year old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Pernell Guthrie, of near Wrights, was 
instantly killed here this morning at 
nine o’clock, when the car which he 
was cranking started up suddenly, and 
caught him betweei^ the back end of 
the automobile and a telephone pole, 
crushing his skull. Death was instan­ 
taneous, The body was removed to 
the Dawdy funeral parlors where the 
Inquest will be conducted this after­ 
noon by Coroner Ross Edwards of 
Carrollton. 


Guthrie had been talking! to his 
aunt, Mrs. Elmer Cook, on the porch 
of the Cook home for about ten min­ 
utes after his arrival from his home 
two miles north of Wrights. He had 
parked his car in an alley in the rear 
of the Cook home, and upon the con­ 
clusion of his conversation with Mrs. 
Cook, returned to the machine and 
began cranking it to start the motor. 


Suddenly the motor hummed and 
the car began backing. Guthrie dash­ 
ed from the front end of the machine 
to the rear, where he attempted to 
halt its progress by pushing. His at­ 
tempts were futile, for he was pushofi 
through a fence, several panels of 
which were torn down, and back to a 
telephone pole In the street where the 
force of the impact crushed his head 
Blood was found on the left hand 
fender over the wheel, and In the 
street where the mad rush of the car 
was checked. 


Reconstructing the scene of the ac­ 
cident. for there were no witnesses to 
the actual death, it Is believed that 
the machine was in gear when Guth­ 
rie began cranking it. The course of 
the machine was through an Iron 
fence, several posts of which were flat­ 
tened to the ground as the sedan lum­ 
bered across it.
